So  now, 
with  the  Supervisorial  cam- 
paign starting  to  simmer  around 
the  City,  we  decided  to  ask 
some  of  those  voters  just  what 
qualities  they  would  be  look- 
ing for  in  their  candidates.

The  people 
want  more  direct  accounta- 
bility; and  honesty."

"The  welfare  situation 
stinks.   Taxpayers  are  tired  of 
supporting  a  bunch  of  able- 
bodied  creeps.  The  Super- 
visors must  implement  tax  re- 
lief for  the  working  people." 


Doris  B.,  77,  Retired  Secretary, 
23rd  Street: 

"Sensitivity  to  the  needs 
of  older  people.   It's  not  an 
easy  job.    Supervisors  must  be 
willing  to  spend  long  hours 
keeping  informed.   They  must 
be  dedicated,  intelligent  and 
honest."

Liquor  License  Hearing 

One  More  For  the  Road? 


Once  again  Noe  Valley 
residents  are  fighting  the  com- 
mercialization of  24th  Street. 
Catherine  and  Patrick  Curran 
have  dreams  of  opening  a  bar 
on  the  street,  and  some  resi- 
dents want  to  stop  them .

The  Currans,  who  are  pro- 
spective tenants  of  the  vacant 
building  owned  by  Dr.  Michael 
J.  McFadden,  at  3995  24th 
Street  (corner  of  24th  and  Noe) 
applied  for  a  liquor  license  on 
October  26,  1976.   Since  that 
time  three  protests  have  been 
filed  against  the  issuance  of 


the  license.   The  protests  were 
filed  by  the  Friends  of  Noe 
Valley,  The  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Association  of  Noe 
Valley,  and  Noe  Valley 
Neighbors  for  Action. 

John  Knox,  President  of 
the  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  said 
that  the  organization  would 
like  to  see  more  emphasis  on 
public  service,  not  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  bars  on  24th 
Street. 


"Increased  bars  will  have  an 
increased  negative  impact  on 
the  neighborhood,  causing  more 
traffic  problems  and  behavior 
problems. " 

Presently  there  are  six  bars 
in  the  four-block  area  between 
Castro  and  Dolores  Streets. 

A  hearing 4ias  been  set  for 
September  13  at  1 :30  p.m .  on 
the  1 1th  floor  at  100  Van  Ness. 
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because  of  the  importance  of  the  Nov. 

8  supervisorial  election  to  the  future  of 
San  Francisco,  The  Voice  asked  District 
5  candidates  their  views  on  both  gen- 
eral and  specific  issues.  Questionnaires 
were  sent  to  all  announced  candidates 
as  of  Aug.  3.  Announced  candidates 
Marjorie  Martin,  Jack  Schamikles,  Al- 
fred W.  Williams,  Natalie  Bey,  and 
Vahan  Toolavian  did  not  respond  to  the 
Voice.

1 .  Would  the  position  of  City  Super- 

visor, wh  ich  pays  $9,600  a  year,  be  a 
full-time  job  for  you,  or  would  you  feel 
the  need  to  supplement  this  income  with 
outside  employment? 


I.  The  position  would  be  a  full-time 
job. 


Full-time. 


2.         City  residents  are  pafnfully  aware 
of  the  scarcity  of  low  and  moderate  cost 
housing  and  the  rise  in  housing  speculation 
in  San  Francisco.   Rent  control  and  the 
enactment  of  a  graduated  real  estate  trans- 
fer tax  have  been  proposed  as  solutions  to 
these  problems.   Do  you  favor  these  pro- 
posals?  If  not,  what  would  you  suggest 
as  alternatives? 


2.       I  am  opposed  to  rent  control.  A 
graduated  real  estate  transfer  tax  paid  by 
the  seller  on  short  term  speculative  mani- 
pulative property  transfers  would  do  much 
to  increase  the  stability  of  homeowners 
and  lower  rents  for  tenants.   In  the  rental 
business,  property  turnover  and  tenant 
turnover  are  largely  responsible  for  rent 
increases  that  do  not  truly  reflect  the  act- 
ual costs  of  taxes  and  property  mainten- 
ance. 


2.  I  favor  those  proposals — I  do 

not  see  any  voluntary  cooperation  (from 
the  speculators,  realtors,  etc.)  to  bring 
the  speculation  and  rent  costs  down. 


3.  After  seven  years  of  resistance, 

the  tenants  of  the  International  Hotel 
were  evicted  from  their  home  Aug.  4  to 
make  way  for  the  building's  demolition 
and  eventual  development.   How  would 
you  have  avoided  this  situation? 


3.       I  would  have  taken  the  offer  to  the 
city  relocation  housing  plan  that  was 
originally  offered  to  the  tenants  who  were 
given  priority  in  housing.    The  tenants 
were  pawns  in  the  hands  of  people  who 
orchestrated  this  resistance  to  the  evic- 
tion and  suffered  the  most,  while  the 
friends  of  the  l-Hotel  went  home  to  their 
own  places  when  the  show  was  over. 


3.  Using  the  budgeting-alloca- 

ting power  of  the  Board,  the  IH  situation 
could  have  been  staved  off  long  before 
it  reached  a  crisis — being  a  Supervisor 
is  not  not  spending  money,  but  how  to 
spend  it.    The  city  is  terribly  short  of 
affordoble  housing  at  this  time,  and  the 
Hotel  developed  into  a  symbol  of  this 
shortage.    Housing  is  a  definite  priority 
item — now  I 


4.  How  would  you  resolve  the  con- 

flict presented  by  the  City's  desire  for 
both  economic  growth  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  existing  housing  and  neighborhood 
character? 


4.        This  question  presupposes  that  there 
is  an  existing  conflict.   San  Francisco 
neighborhoods  have  never  been  better  and 
are  in  a  continual  state  of  repair  and  re- 
habilitation. 


4.  A  good  example  is  the  zoning 

of  24th  Street:  Neighborhood  meetings 
must  be  held  and  surveys  taken  of  those 
most  affected  by  change;  agreements 
must  be  forged  that,  albeit  compromises 
mostly,  will  satisfy  the  greatest  number 
of  people  in  the  neighborhood-Another 
example  would  be  upper  Market  (2  or  3 
lanes). 


5.  Would  you  be  satisfied  to  con- 

tinue the  City's  policy  of  tax  breaks  for 
.  large  downtown  corporations  and  tax 
hikes  on  residential  property? 


5.       This  presupposes  that  this  is  the 
policy.   The  tax  situation  on  property  is  a 
disgrace.    Hard  working  homeowners  are 
forced  to  sell  their  property  as  a  result  of 
higher  assessments  and  tax  rates  and  this 
is  true  of  apartment  buildings.   We  cannot 
pass  on  the  benefits  of  a  building  purchased 
years  ago  because  the  city  reassesses  rental 
property  at  a  market  value  rate.   This  has 
to  stop. 


6.  What  creative  measures  would 

you  use  to  tackle  San  Francisco's  unem- 
ployment rate,  at  a  1976  level  of  12%? 


7.  Is  an  increase  in  the  number  of 

police  foot-patrpjs  the  answer  to  San 
Francisco's  rising  crime  rate?  How 
would  you  approach  this  problem? 


6.         This  is  a  matter  within  the  scope 
of  the  Department  of  Employment  Develop- 
ment and  should  be  handled  by  the  State 
of  California.   The  Supervisors  cannot  act 
creatively  in  the  matter  of  jobs. 


7.         The  police  departme  nt  claims  that 
a  patrol  car  is  the  best  type  of  police  pro- 
tection and  foot  patrols  are  limited.  I 
would  like  to  see  increased  uniformed 
officers  on  foot  in  certain  areas  where 
crime  is  a  problem.   San  Francisco  ap- 
pears to  have  the  least  visible  number  of 
police  in  any  major  city  I  have  ever  vis- 
ited. 


5.  No  way— in  fact  the  Board's 

investigative  power  should  be  used  im- 
mediately to  "clarify"  any  disparity  in 
assessments  between  real,  private  and 
business  property.    I  favor  keeping  the 
gross  receipts  and  payroll  taxes  until  a 
city  income  tax  can  get  through  the 
legislature;  and  I  favor  split  role 
assessment. 


o.  Use  all  available  means  to 

entice  small  business  to  relocate  here- 
including  tax  incentive  if  necessary; 
get  rid  of  the  inventory  ta  x;  pressure 
for  govt,  as  employer  of  last  resort; 
CCC-type  hiring  and  expand  CETA 
em  ployment. 

7.         It  is  one  answer  of  many  to  help 
control  street  violence  in  high  density 
areas,  and  has  the  advantage  of  helping 
to  make  the  patrolman  more  a  part  of 
the  community.   British  treatment  of 
heroin  addiction  is  another.  Aggresive 
affirmative  action  in  employment  is  an- 
other.  Providing  enough  aid  to  live  on 
to  the  unemployed  and  unable  is  another. 
The  chance  for  social  and  job  upward 
mobility  ?$  another.

1 .  I  think  the  salary  should  be  higher 
since  it  is  a  full-time-job. 


1 .      I  will  represent  San  Francisco  on  a 
full-time  basis,  and  may  supplement  my 
income  with  consulting  work. 


1 .       $9,600  is  more  than  enough  money 
for  me  to  live  on  (except  if  I  wanted  to 
buy  a  house),  so  I  would  not  need  to  sup- 
plement it.    However,  I  would  like  to 
continue  going  to  school  at  least  part-tirre 


2.       I  would  like  this  discussed  at  neigh- 
borhood meetings.    I  am  very  concerned 
about  the  elderly  losing  their  homes,  etc. 


2.       I  am  in  favor  of  a  groduated  real  es- 
tate transfer  tax  for  non-occupant  owners . 
I  am  also  in  favor  of  establishing  a  city 
ordinance  which  would  allow  owners  to 
rent  their  property  to  only  moderate  to  low 
income  families  and  the  owner  would  re- 
ceive a  property  tax  exemption.    I  also 
favor  establishing  a  Rental  Accommoda- 
tions Board  whose  responsibilities  would 
include:   1)  hondling  tenant-landlord  grie- 
vances, 2)  handling  rent  increases. 


2.       Rent  control  —  absolutely  yes  I  The 
real  estate  transfer  tax  —  yes,  as  long  as 
the  tax  burden  is  absorbed  by  the  seller, 
and  not  just  added  onto  the  price  paid  by 
the  new  buyer.    One  thing  we  don't  need 
is  a  tax  that  will  drive  up  the  price  of 
housing  even  higher  than  it  is  now. 


3.       Not  applicable  at  this  time,  but  I 
sure  would  have  handled  it  differently  with 
understanding  and  sensitivity. 


3.       Pre-planning  on  the  part  of  city 
agencies  to  acquire  the  property  or  to  find 
some  other  displacement  dwelling  did  not 
start  early  enough . 


3.       I  would  like  to  see  renters  join  to- 
gether and  jointly  own  the  buildings  they 
live  in.    The  l-Hotel  should  have  been 
made  into  a  historical  landmark  (not  to  be 
torn  down),  and  whatever  help  the  tenants 
needed  to  buy  the  building  should  have 
been  given  them,  either  by  the  city  or  by 
private  enterprise. 


4.       The  people  in  the  community  should 
decide  how  we  want  our  community  to  be. 
I  would  hold  neighborhood  meetings  on 
the  subject. 


4.       A  balance  is  essential  for  the  preser- 
vation of  our  city.    I  propose  to  1)  pro- 
mote economic  incentive  to  property  own- 
ers to  preserve  existing  housing,  2)  to  pro- 
mote an  economically  feasible  plan  to 
preserve  public  buildings  through  planning 
concessions,  3)  expand  the  composition 
of  the  Landmark  Advisory  Boord  to  include 
architects,  preservation isrs  and  laypeople. 


4.       I  favor  neighborhood/resident  rights 
over  and  above  economic  growth.  We 
should  encourage  only  those  businesses 
that  do  not  destroy  existing  housing  or 
interfere  with  the  character  of  the  neigh- 
borhoods. 


5.       Absolutely  not.    I  am  in  favor  of  a 
commuters  tax  on  those  working  but  not 
living  in  the  city. 


5.  No.  Large  downtown  corporations 
should  bear  their  share  of  property  taxes. 


5.       Hell,  no!    I  want  to  freeze  proper- 
ty taxes  on  residential  property  for  at 
least  four  years,  until  we  can  find  better 
means  of  financing  our  city  services. 


6.       Deal  heod  on  with  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.    NOW  olready  has  a  suit 
against  it. 


6.       I  will  lobby  for  federal  funds  to 
hire  the  unemployed,  especially  un- 
employed youth . 


6.       Job  sharing  for  sure;  encourage 
more  blue-collar  jobs,  i.e.,  installing 
solar  energy  equipment;  use  the  port,  for 
shipping,  etc. 


7.       It  is  one  good  answer.   Also  walkie- 
talkies,  more  women  and  minorities  on  the 
Force,  more  neighborhood  cooperation  on 
a  block  level . 


7.      A  majority  of  all  major  crimes  in 
San  Francisco  are  committed  by  juve- 
niles.  The  rising  crime  rate  is  caused 
by  the  lack  of  crime  prevention  programs. 
I  would  establish  an  Office  for  Youth 
which  will  coordinate  all  services  and 
programs  and  initiate  more  services  and 
programs  geared  toward  crime  preven- 
tion in  the  young  adult  age  group.  I 
am  also  in  favor  of  utilizing  foot-patrol 
officers.  Many  officers  in  administra- 
tive and  clerical  positions  can  be  re- 
placed by  Civil  Service  Personnel. 


7.       No,  it  is  not  the  answer,  but  it  is 
better  than  hoving  those  guys  ride  around 
in  cars  all  day.   The  answer  to  crime  is 
full  employment  and  laws  that  the  people 
themselves  believe  in.    Throw  out  bod 
laws,  get  to  know  your  local  officer,  and 
give  everyone  a  job.   Then  watch  the 
crime  rate  drop.

1.      I  will  be  a  full-time  supervisor.  My 
standard  of  living  requires  no  more  than 
$9,600  per  year.   I  will  withdraw  from 
active  participation  in  my  business. 


1 .      Yes,  but  I  do  not  feel  or  would 
never  let  it  detract  from  my  primary  duty 
and  responsibility  as  Supervisor. 


1 .      I  have  a  family  and  would  need  to 
supplement.  Fortunately,  I  am  a  self- 
employed  attorney . 


2.      Yes,  I  favor  both  proposals.  A  rent 
control  law  should  not  apply  to  owner- 
occupied  buildings  oT3  units  or  less,  and 
should  create  an  elected  (or  appointed  by 
district  supervisors)  commission  to  see  that 
both  landlord  and  tenant  are  treated  fairly, 
The  real  estate  transfer  tax  should  tax  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  profit  mode  in 
short-term  deals;  the  longer  the  property 
is  held,  the  lower  the  tax. 


2.  I  would  propose  a  real  estate  tax 
on  speculation  and  give  a  tax  credit  to 
people  who  buy  and  live  in  the  house. 


2.       I  believe  rent  control  which  is  fair 
to  both  the  tenant  and  the  landlord  can  be 
devised,  probably  combined  with  rent 
supplement  (Title  VIII).   I  favor  a  trans- 
fer tax  for  speculators  comparable  to 
capital  gains  tax.  Most,  we  need  a  mas- 
sive housing  rehabilitation  program. 


3.       The  City  should  have  purchased  the 
l-Hotel  by  using  eminent  domain,  then 
keeping  it  for  low  cost  housing,  renting 
to  the  long-time  tenants  of  the  hotel.  We 
should  use  eminent  domain  to  keep  people 
in  their  homes,  not  just  to  uproot  them 
(e.g.,  Yerba  Buena  &  Western  Addition). 
I  will  always  vote  for  people  over  private 
profit.   I  will  always  vote  for  human  rights 
and  neighborhood  rights  over  traditional 
property  rights  and  corporate  profits. 


3.      I  would  have  employed  two  alter- 
native methods:   1)  Use  City  money  to  buy 
the  building  and  put  it  under  the  Housing 
Authority,  2)  Try  to  get  Federal  funds  to 
buy  it  for  the  City. 


3.      The  building  should  have  been  pur- 
chased by  the  tenants  initially  before  Four 
Seas  and  other  speculators  began  to  esca- 
late the  paper  value.   If  it  had  been  left 
to  the  tenants  alone,  this  would  have  hap- 
pened, and  the  Federal  Government  or 
City  could  have  taken  over  the  finances. 
Given  the  way  it  developed,  its  demise 
was  inevitable.   Sheriff  Hongisto  certain- 
ly did  all  that  could  be  asked  to  assure 
full  legal  appeals. 


4.      I  see  no  such  conflict.   There's  no 
reason  they  can't  be  compatible.  Econo- 
mic growth  need  not  mean  tearing  down 
existing  housing  foT corporate  highrises 
and  parking  lots. 


5.      Certainly  not! 


6.      Give  S.F.  residents  priority  over 
-commuters  in  all  City  jobs  and  public 
sector  funded  programs;  tax  employers 
based  on  number  of  employees,  with  a 
credit  for  S.F.  resident  employees;  other 
tax  inducements  to  businesses  employing 
75%  or  more  city  residents.   F  nil  imple- 
mentation of  the  Comprehensive  Employ- 
ment and  Training  Act  of  1973  (CETA) ; 
take  full  advantage  of  all  state  ana; 
federal  revenue-shoring  funds;  econo- 
mic development  of  the  port,  prevent- 
ing monopolization  of  the  port  facili- 
ties by  profiteering  private  interests, 
e.g.,  the  Alioto  family. 

7.      Not  the  answer,  but  police  foot- 
potrols  wouTJsure  help;  foot-patrols  are 
a  much  better  use  of  police  manpower 
than  decoys  that  tempt  the  poor  and  en- 
trap good  Samaritans.  More  jobs  would 
help.   The  police  say  that  75%  of  all 
robberies  ond  85%  of  all  burglaries  com- 
mitted by  adults  are  heroin-related;  it's 
an  expensive  habit;  we  should  supply 
heroin  addicts  with  heroin  (like  England) 
Some  innovative  voluntary  therapy  pro- 
jroms  should  also  be  devel< 


4.       I  would  support  an  industrial  park 
for  big  businesses,  thus  preserving  the 
neighborhoods. 


4*.      A  massive  housing  rehabilitation  pro- 
gram; diversification  of  business  out  of 
downtown;  construction  of  a  business  com- 
munity on  empty  lots  in  the  Western  Addi- 
tion, and  development  of  other  presently 
tax  exempt  lots .  We  can  have  both . 


5.      No,  I  would  lower  residential  pro- 
perty tax  and  tax  the  big  corporations 
their  fair  share  and  pass  on  the  saving  to 
the  property  owners. 


6.       I  would  have  the  revenue  come  from 
City  Hall  and  pass  it  on  to  neighborhood 
groups  so  they  can  hire  people  who  are 
unemployed. 


5.      No.  Commuters  and  downtown 
businesses  must  be  mode  to  pay  a  fair  share 
of  the  cost  of  running  the  City.  Alter- 
natives to  the  Property  and  Sales  Taxes 
must  be  found  (e.g.,  income  tax,  parking 
and  transfer  taxes,  etc.). 


6.      Jobs,  clearly,  are  the  most  pressing 
need  in  our  City.   The  Board  of  Super- 
visors must  take  the  lead  in  attracting  jobs 
to  San  Francisco.  A  City-run  job  corp  is 
in  order.   In  addition,  constructive  acti- 
vities must  be  developed  for  unemployed 
youth.   District  athletic  teams  and  social 
activities  comparable  to  the  old  parish 
programs  (e.g.,  the  Aegnetian  Club,  St.

I.  The  responsibility  of  City  Supervi- 
sor demands  full-time  attention.  I  am  in 
a  position  to  devote  full-time  to  this  of  - 
fice. 


District  5  needs  a  full-time  super- 
visor.  Once  elected,  I  intend  that  the  job 
of  supervisor  will  be  my  full-time  occupa- 
tion.   I  am  now,  and  will  remain,  an  asso- 
ciate of  the  law  firm  of  Stokes,  Clayton 
and  McKenzie,  provided  that  it  doesn't 
interfere  with  my  ability  to  represent 
District  5. 


2.      Graduated  real  estate  transfer  tax  — 
yes.   Rent  control  —  Depends  on  how  it  is 
written.   N.Y.  and  Berkeley's  were  poor 
plans.   The  real  solution  won't  come  from 
these  2  plans  but  from  a  fairer  tax  assess- 
ment on  downtown  buildings,  bringing  in- 
dustry back  into  the  3rd  St. -China  Basin 
area  and  rebuilding  the  port.    This  would 
put  much  more  property  on  the  tax  rolls, 
and  the  jobs  would  cut  into  the  cost  of 
gov't  services,  now  needed  because  of  no 
jobs. 


2.       The  problem  of  low  and  moderate 
cost  housing  can  only  be  resolved  by  sup- 
plemental financial  assistance  on  o  State 
and  Federal  level .    However,  I  am  inter- 
ested in  the  results  of  the  graduated  real 
estate  transfer  tax  now  being  experimented 
with  in  other  Bay  Areo  communities,  as 
one  possible  solution . 


2.       I  favor  a  graduated  real  estare  trans- 
fer tax.   We  should  investigate  the  feasi- 
bility of  some  form  of  temporary  rent  ceil- 
ing until  the  emergency  housing  situation 
eases  and  we  have  increased  the  permanent 
supply  of  housing.    The  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors should  be  responsible  for  developing 
a  comprehensive  housing  policy  to  increase 
the  supply  of  adequate  housing. 


3.       The  city's  leaders  should  have 
raised  money  to  buy  the  hotel,  not  talked 
about  it.    If  they  could  roise  money  for 
football,  the  ballet  and  the  Giants  from 
the  public,  they  should  have  done  the 
same  here  and  done  a  p.r.  trip  against 
the  absentee  landlords.   At  no  time  did 
they  show  that  concept  of  leadership. 


3.       I  believe  the  whole  situation  could 
have  been  avoided  if  city  government 
had  responded  more  directly  to  the  needs 
of  the  aging  tenants,  and  demanded  that 
We  proposed  parking  facility  be  put  un- 
derground and  the  residential  units  above 
ground  level.   Additional  rent  costs  would 
be  absorbed  through  already  existing  spe- 
cial program  funding. 


3.       The  eviction  of  tenants  of  the  Inter- 
national Hotel  should  never  have  taken 
place.    I  don't  feel  that  all  avenues  of 
direct  political  pressure  were  used.  A 
more  progressive  Board  of  Supervisors, 
working  with  the  Mayor's  office,  could 
have  avoided  eviction  as  well  as  making 
critical  odvances  for  tenant's  rights  in 
Son  Francisco. 


4.       Start  to  develop  the  areas  of  3rd  St., 
Y.B.,  China  Basin  as  model  cities  with 
light  industry  —  housing  and  services  as 
well  as  parks.   As  long  as  there  are  indeed 
areas  that  cry  for  development,  these 
areas  can  adequately  provide  for  econo- 
mic growth  without  the  need  to  touch 
existing  housing.    I  spoke  out  strongly 
at  the  hearing  to  stop  24th  St.  from  be- 
coming commercial  on  2nd  floors.   As  a 
result  of  my  statement  at  least  one  of  the 
planning  commissioners  came  out  and 
walked  the  area  with  me. 


4.       The  need  for  economic  growth  is 
essential  in  order  to  create  job  opportuni- 
ties, but  not  at  the  expense  of  destroying 
our  neighborhood  character.    I  believe 
that  neighborhood  commercial  develop  - 
menf  should  be  restricted  to  those  already 
existing  boundaries. 


4.  Economic  growth  (expanding  the 
port,  for  instance)  and  preservation  of 
neighborhood  housing  do  not  conflict.

a.         1  believe  in  affirmative  action, 
which  is  attempting  to  compensate  for  the 
inequities  of  the  past.    The  Bakke  decision 
at  this  point  is  subject  to  interpretation 
of  the  law  and  will  be  decided  in  the 
courts.

1  feel  that 
further  study  on  the  financial  impact  of 
the  total  city  funding  is  necessary.  Fed- 
eral and  State  resources  must  be  explored.

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"Plough  and  Stars"  at  Julian  Theater 

A  Victory  Through  Defeat

(The  following  article  is  a 
review  of  the  play,  "The 
Plough  and  the  Stars,"  which 
opens  this  month.) 

On  Easter  Monday,  1916, 
some  700  Irishmen  rebelled 
against  the  British  in  Dublin. 
Seven  days  later,  these  Irish- 
men succumbed  to  the  British 
might.    This  action  of  rebel- 
lion, futile  even  in  the  minds 
of  the  rebels,  who  had  no 
heavy  weapons,  no  communi- 
cations, no  doctors  and  only 
one  tenth  of  their  original  num- 
ber, eventually  led  to  the 
Irish  Republic. 

Ironically,  these  Irish  rebels 
did  not  represent  the  majority 
of  Irishmen,  for  the  majority 
did  not  want  to  be  independent 
from  England,  a  country  that 
had  ruled  their  land  since  the 
1600s.  The  Irish  had  150,000 
men  enlisted  in  the  British 
army  at  that  time  to  fight 
against  Germany  in  WW1 . 

But  despite  the  lack  ot  pop- 
ular support  and  the  admitted 
futility  of  their  actions,  the 
Easter  uprising  led  directly  to 
home  rule  with  the  exception 
of  the  six  Northern  counties, 
which  to  this  day  are  still  al- 
lied to  Britain,  and  still  in 
turmoil . 

Every  leader  in  that  rebel- 
lion was  shot  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one,  because  he  was 
an  American,  and  the  army  of 
insurgents  was  jailed  under  the 
most  miserable  of  conditions 
following  the  rebellion.  It 
was  because  of  this  British 
retribution,  harshly  invoked, 
that  Irishmen  stopped  thinking 
of  the  rebels  as  troublemakers 
and  started  hailing  them  as 
martyrs. 


As  martyrs  in  the  eyes  of 
their  fellow  Irishmen,  the 
rebels  succeded  in  acheiving 
what  they  had  hoped  for.  But 
the  insurgents  almost  failed. 

To  begin  with,  the  rebellion 
was  originally  scheduled  for 
Easter  Sunday.    But  the  day 
before,  one  of  the  Irish  leaders 
in  the  rebel  forces  told  the  in- 
surgent troops  that  it  was 
palled  off.    As  a  result,  the 
rebellion  had  to  be  postponed 
for  a  day,  while  the  other 
leaders  could  put  together 
their  army  which  had  taken 
off,  some  9,000  of  them. 
They  could  only  rally  to- 
gether 700  .  9 

The  irony  of  this  episode  was 
that  the  leader  who  initially 
called  off  the  rebellion  showed 
up  for  it  bright  and  early  Mon- 
day morning  and  went  on  to  be- 
come the  only  leader  who  was 
killed  in  the  actual  fighting. 

These  Irish  rebels  entered 
Dublin  from  the  countryside  and 
rode  streetcars  to  the  center  of 
the  city,  making  sure  the  con- 
ductor recieved  their  fares. 
When  they  arived  at  the  center, 
they  marched  right  out  into  the 
open,  weapons  and  all. 

Their  British  foes  hardly  no- 
ticed them,  for  you  see,  the 
Irish  rebels  had  been  parading 
around  for  years  and  talking  of 
rebellion  and  nobody  took  them 
seriously  anymore.    So  the  re- 
bels marched  right  into  Dublin 
and  attacked,  believe  it  or  not, 
a  post  office. 

Strategically  this  post  office 
was  really  worthless,  but  it  was 
the  most  dominant  building  on 
the  main  street.    It  was  suitable 
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to  the  rebels,  who  wanted  to 
proclaim  Ireland  as  a  Republic 
—  an  announcement  that  had  to 
wait  because  the  rebels  had 
forgotten  their  flag  and  had  to 
send  someone  back  to  get  it. 

To  inspire  their  troops  to 
impossible  tasks,  the  leaders 
handed  out  field  commissions 
so  fast  that  it  was  not  uncom  - 
mon  for  a  soldier  to  be  promot- 
ed to  a  higher  rank  without 
ever  knowing  what  that  rank 
was,  having  forgotten  what 
rank  he  had  from  a  previous 
field  commission. 

Atone  point  in  the  battle, 
they  were  firing  their  weapons 
so  fast  and  for  so  long  they  be- 
gan to  jam  and  could  only  be 
cooled  through  the  ingenious 
use  of  sardine  oil .   Soon  how- 
ever, the  British  superiority  in 
both  manpower  and  firepower 
began  to  take  its  tol  I . 

History  recorded  the  mac- 
rocosm of  those  days.   But  what 
about  the  microcosm  involved 
within  it?  The  gut  level  drama 
which  we  could  relate  to  re- 
quired the  insight  of  a  play- 
wright who  lived  through  that 
experience  and  drew  upon  it 
in  the  writing  of  a  play. 
One  Sean  O'Cathasaigh  is  his 
name.   His  play,  The  Plough 
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and  The  Stars  ,  depicts  people 
living  in  a  tenement  house  in 
Dublin  between  1915  and  1916. 
It  is  a  depiction  which  portrays 
the  Irish  with  all  of  their  com- 
edy and  all  of  their  tragedy, 
neatly  woven  together  with 
very  little  in  between,  as  is 
typical  of  the  Irish,  yet  a  de- 
piction which,  no  matter  how 
peculiar  to  the  Irish,  is  ex- 
tremely accurate  in  its  ren- 
dering of  the  human  condition 
at  that  time. 

This  play  is  to  be  produced 
by  the  Julian  Theater,  the  old- 
est little  theater  group  in  the 
City  save  for  the  Mime  Troupe, 
which  is  without  a  fixed  loca- 
tion.   It  is  under  the  direction 
of  Noe  Valley's  own  Ed  "Al- 
varado  Street"  Weingold. 

The  Julian  Theater  is  loca- 
ted on  Potrero  Hill,  which  for 
Noe  Valley  residents,  is  simp- 
ly down  23rd  Street  and  left  on 
De  Haro  Street  to  number  953. 
This  production  opens  Sept.  15 
at  8  p.m.   It  will  play  Thurs- 
day through  Sunday.  The  ad- 
mission price  is  $3.00  Thurs. 
and  Sun.,  $3.50  Fri.  and  Sat.
